ter’s credits will be protected. 

The student body cheered enthusias- 
tically when it was learned a district 
court judge had granted an injunction 
restraining the board of trustees from 
closing the school a Baptist institu- 
tion, as had been ordered by Dr. T. T. 
Shields, director of the board. 

Order Follows Riot. 

The director's order followed the 
campus riot in which 200 students 
broke up a meeting of the board in 
the administration building when it 
was announced that the resignations 
of President H. C. Wayman and the 
entire faculty had been demanded. 


A two-year controversy between fun- 
damentalists and modernists, charges 
that Dr. Shields, who came here two 
years ago from Toronto, had employed 
Canadian “spies” among students, and 
necusations of a personal nature, 
brought about the dissension between 
the board, faculty and students. 

The student mob, supporting Il resi- 
dent Wayman and the faculty, became 
incensed at the board's action and 
stormed the administration building, 
breaking windows and finally pushing 
their way 
meeting was held. 

No One Is Harmed. 


None of the board members was 
harmed and police arrived to escort 
the trustees to safety. 

Charges of a secret “romance be- 
tween Dr, Shields and Miss Edith 
liebman, secretary of the board, were 
found by the trustees to be “untrue” 
and a vote of /confidence was given 
the two officerk. 

Dr. Shields was in Toronto today. 
Under protection of a police escort, 
he departed on a train Saturday night, 
after issuing the closing order as his 
last gesture of defiance to the fac- 
ulty and students who have opposed 
his direction of the school. 

Sunday, bringing prayer in the 
chapel, cooled the heat of the stu- 
dents and they saw in Mr. Shields’ 
order the possibility that they would 
lose credit for their semester's work 
at the school. 

Older and more conservative stu- 
dents, with the sanction of President 
Wayman, hekl a meeting and decided 
to file an injunction petition in dis- 
trict court, 

District Judge Shankland, who is- 
sued the restraining order, did not set 
a definite date for a future hearing 
of the controversy.

Several weeks ago Postmaster 
Large, of Atlanta, reported that as- 
surance had been given by Mayor 
Ragsdale, prominent members of 
council and leading citizens that the 
city would undertake this extension 
and endeavor, if possible, to have it 
harmonize with whatever new post- 
office location might be selected by 
the government. It was stated in 
Postmaster Large’s report that engi- 
neers of the city construction de- 
partment had, at the request of the 
mayor and chief of construction, made 
the necessary surveys showing that 
this extension was easily practicable 
and at a comparatively small cost. 

As soon as it is known here that 
Atlanta proposes to proceed with this 
extension it is understood that final 
action will be taken as to the location 
of the postoffice. 


RAMP AND VIADUCT 
URGED BY E. K. LARGE. 

Members of the finance committee 
of city council Monday afternoon took 
official cognizance of the desirability 
of construction of the ramp from For- 
syth and Alabama _ streets to 
Spring street. yiaduct and extending 
a new viaduct from Spring street to 
Elliott, when Councilman Wiley L. 
Moore, chairman, made pubiic a let- 
ter from Postmaster Edwin K. Large 
stating the government's stand. These 
projects are heki to be highly im- 
portant in location of the proposed 
new postoffice building in the Spring 
street viaduct area. 

After the communication had been 
read, it was ordered filed along with 
a number of other requests for funds 
and will be brought again to the at- 
tention of the committee when it 
meets to make up a schedule of im- 
provements ‘which will be included in 
a new bond issue to be submitted to 
the people of Atlanta just as soon as 
possible this year. 

In pointing out the desirability for 
the improvement, Mr. Large—referred 
to the assurance Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale and other city officials gave rep- 
resentatives of the federal government 
that the city would co-operate as far 
as was possible in order that the 
new postoffice might be located in an 
areca where it would fully meet the 
purposes for which it is to be erected. 

Large’s Letter. 

Mr. Large's letter to Mr. Moore as 
chairman of the finance committee, 
follows:

Allen Couch, of the fifth: funds for 
enlargement of the main Carnegie li- 
brary and construction of tro 
branches, one in the western and an- 
other in the northern section of the 
eity and several street improvement 

rojects, including extension of 

road street southward into White- 
hall, and elimination of the bottle- 
neck on VPeachtree street, between 
Baker and Ivy. 

Preparation Approved. 

Preparation of the schedule _re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of 
city council at its Jast meeting, when 
Councilman Howard C. McCutcheon. 
of the second ward, ofiered the pa- 
per. 

Councilmen Moore and McCutcheon 
declare they have investigated the as- 
sets of the city and that the eity is 
able to float another $5,000,000 inp 
bonds without a tax inerease. They 
plan to ask for a bond issue of ap- 
proximately that amount if members 
of the finance committee concur in 
the recommendations. 

Members of city council generally 
favor the proposed bond issue declar- 
ing that the city is in dire need of 
many improvements for which funds 
can not be provided unless the se- 
curities are authorized.

NEW YORK ZOO 
KEEPER, BITTEN 
BY RATTLER, DIES 


New York, May 13.—(#)—Charles 
E. Snyder, head keeper of mammals 
and reptiles in the New York Zoologi- 
cal Garden and one of the best known 
reptilian scientists in the world, died 
today in the Good Samaritan hospital 
at Suffern, N. Y., from the effects of 
a rattlesnake’s bite. 

Mr. Snyder was bitten yesterday aft- 
ernoon while on a rattlesnake hunting 
trip in the Ramapo hills. He was tak- 
en immediately to the hospital. In- 
jections of rattlesnake poison’ serum 
were given him. 

They seemingly had no result and 
Raymond L. Dittmars, Snyder's for- 
mer chief at the zoological gardens, 
started from here for Suffern with a 
supply of the famous Brazilian serum. 
He arrived too late, Mr. Snyder dying 
a short time befere Dr. Dittmars 
reached the hospital.

An amendment by Senator Water- 
man, republican, Colorado, which was 
described by its opponents as an at- 
tempt to weaken the export debenture 
plan, was rejected. ‘This amendment 
would have eliminated a section pro- 
viding for examinations of the pro- 
posed farm board's iccounts, includ- 
ing any action cf the treasury de- 
partment in issuing debenture certi- 
ficates. 

Senator Waterman held the _ sec- 
tion gave the board too much author- 
ity in the matter of expenditures. 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, asserted the amend- 
ment would “tend to destroy the 
value of debenture certiticates and 
impair their negotiability.” 

Among the amendments accepted 
was one by Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Montana, providing that any co-opera- 
tive association would be entitled to 
membership in a_ stabilization cor- 
poration upon fulfilling requirements 
set forth by the board.

Barnett, 30, of 577 Washington street, 
brother to the confessed bandit, was 
taken into custody late Monday after- 


noon, having been implicated in his 
brother's confession, according to De- 
tective John Lowe, who reported cap- 
ture of the author of the holdup after 
a five-day chase. 

According to Detective Lowe, the 
younger Barnett confessed to having 
staged the robbery in which R, C. 
Darby, proprietor of the Piedmont 
Printing Company, had a satchel con- 
taining more than $1,000 taken from 
him at the point of a gun Wednesday 
morning as he entered the printing 
company's building on Central avegue. 
He implicated his brother as his ac- 
complice, Detective Lowe stated. 

Lowe began his trail of the bandit 
shortly after the robbery. -The chase 
led to Chattanooga, then to Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., and finally back to At- 
lanta Sunday. The climax came when 
Lowe canght his man in a house on 
Washington street. Later the brother, 
who resides on Washington street, 
was taken into custody. Both men are 
being held at police headquarters.

Hlow the famous gambler acted as 
intermediary between the underworld 
and agents of Taylor, Bates & com- 
pany, from whom the securities were 
stolen, was described on the witness 
stand by Eugene F. MeGee, a lawyer 
and close friend of Rothstein before 
the latter was mortally wounded last 
November in a room at the Park (en- 
tral hotel, 

McGee, disbarred some 
years ago, said although his friend 
never told him how he located’ the 
stolen bonds and persuaded the hold- 
ers to return them over to him, 
stein was given a $15,400 reward, 
which he handed over in full to the 
ring from which He obtained the 
bonds. 

The story behind the theft and the 
recovery embraces, besides Rothstein, 
the names of Nicky Arnstein, another 
internationally known Broadway fig- 
ure, his actress former wife, Fannie 
Brice. and others more or less known 
to Broadway night life in 1927, 
when the robbery was committed.

TALMADGE LOSES 
SHORTENING CASE 


Permanent Injunction 
Prevents Farm Head 
From Interfering With

Augusta, Ga., May 13.—(4)—Unit- 
ed States Judge W. H. Barrett today 
issued permanent injunction against 
interference by Eugene Talmadge, 
Georgia commissioner of agriculture, 
with distribution in the state of cer- 
tain products classified by. the com- 
missioner as “butter substitutes.”

TELL OF LAUNCHING 
VESSEL’S LIFE BOATS 


London, May 13.—(4)—The fourth 
week of the board of trade’s inquiry 
into the Vestris disaster opened today 
with testimony of the ship's under of- 
ficers as to the launching of the life- 
boats and the rescues. 

Archibald Bannister, negro boat- 
swain’s mate, describing the last mo- 
ments of the ship, said when the order 
was given to launch the boats he went 
to the starboard side. Four boats were 
safely launched but the falls of No. 9 
jammed and had to be cut. 

He saw No. 13 slip out of her cradle 
and launch herself. He swam with 
others to No. 18 and they pieked up 
23 people, including five pasengers. 
While in the boat he saw no bodies 
in the water. 

Bannister said that the weather 
which the Vestris experienced wis 
“terrible” but he thought that a sea- 
worthy ship could have withstood it. 
The Vestris was well kept up, he said 
and “the ship was all right” when slie 
left Hoboken.

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Central of Georgia Calls Attention to Danger 
to Automobilists or Pedestrians Venturing 
Upon Railroad Tracks 


The Central.of Georgia again calls attention to the danger of automobilists or 
pedestrians crossing railroad tracks without making sure that no train is near. In 1928 
a total of 2,568 men, women and children were killed in highway grade crossing ac- 
cidents, while in addition more than 5,000 trespassers were killed on railroad tracks or 
property. Im contrast, although nearly 800 million fare paying passengers were trans- 
ported by the railroads during the year, only 16 of these were killed in train accidents. 


The grade crossing problem is one of the most important facing this country to- 
day, yet there is no other offering so easy a solution. There were 137 grade crossing 
accidents on the Central of Georgia in 1928, in which 19-were killed and 81 injured. 
Every one of these accidents could have been prevented by the exercise of the same 
caution which the average pedestrian exercises before crossing a street—looking to 
make sure his way is Clear before leaving the sidewalk. Of the 137 accidents on our 
railroad only 103 were caused by our trains or cars striking the vehicles, as 34, or 
were caused by automobiles running into our equipment, sometimes after the 
train had come to a-complete stop. 


Some students of the grade crossing problem advocate the entire elimination of all 
crossings through construction of overhead bridges or underpasses. 
billion dollars would be needed for this work, and the cost would have to be passed 
on to the general public either in the form of increased rates for the railroads or in- 
creased taxes. for municipalities undertaking or ‘assisting in the project.

Grade crossing fatalities, large though their total is, represent less than ten per 
cent of the fatalities from accidents in which automobiles figure. 
Same carelessness displayed at grade crossings, an additional 25,000 persons are killed 
each year in other automobile accidents 9n streets and roads. Automobiles have been 
brought to a high state of efficiency and few accidents are due to mechanical defects. 
If automobilists would show the same care in protecting their own lives and those of 
their companions that the railroads show in protecting lives entrusted to them, the 
automobile could be made almost as safe as the railroad passenger car. And all too 
frequently it is the careful driver who becomes the victim of the reckless, incompe-

Self-preservation, as we ail learned in school, is the first law of 
nature. 

In man’s case, self-preservation includes the preservation of Self- 
respect, for a good opinion of himself is essential to his success and 
happiness. 

This being true, we have only to enlist the elementary rules of 
psychology to understand the gossip, the slanderer and thé critic. 

In our dreams, says Freud, we do the things we wish to do and yet 
dare not do when awake, and in our ‘waking hours we forget the things 
we wish to forget. 

_Thus the sub-conscious mind, operating without our assistance or 
consent, gives freedom to the nature we would suppress; and thus it 
builds for the gossip a defense mechanism and a means of preservation. 

The purveyor of evil tales is in every instance a victim of envy— 
an unfortunate “shamed by poverty or want of education or social 
ostracism. 

This shame not only threatens the last tattered remnants of self- 
respect but attacks the very foundation of happiness and thus threatens 
life itself. 

The victim is in desperate straits, but desperation prompts/ his 
sub-conscious mind to employ a desperate remedy. It inspires him to 
save himself without his knowing how or why he does it, 

He is filled with envy and malice and all uncharitableness because 
he is low and his fellows are high; and that position must be reversed if 
he is to be reconciled to life. 

He cannot reverse it in fact, but all things are relative; and if 
he cannot lift himself up above his fellows, he can pull them down to 
his own level or beneath it and thus achieve the same end. 

We see him, then, with a sneer on his face, his tongue adrip with 
vitriol and gall, whispering evil stories or publicly exposing the weak- 
nesses of his betters—magnifying common faults by calling attention to 
them and tearing reputations to shreds in order to make mankind seem 
base and himself respectable by contrast. 

He searches for evil because evil makes him happy. To admit the 
existence of good would be to admit the existence of something better 
than himself and thus to hurt his vanil. 

Always and everywhere the critic damns others in order to exalt 
himself. He labors to establish-a contrast that will flatter him. And 
the degree of his frenzy as he exposes the sins of his neighbor is in 
exact proportion to his own need of mercy, 

The clean and the high can afford to be tolerant. The vile and 
the low must find some creature lower still to afford the contrast es- 
sential to self-respect. ; 

“See the evil one,’ they cry, pointing. Thus they tempt the world 
to look away, and not only escape its searching ¢yes but make it a com- 


rade in criticism and in that comradeship find reason to feel as respect-

This. stu- 
dent attitude was dinectly _ opposite 
to that shown President Wayman 
when he left William Jewell college, 
Liberty, Mo., a year ago. 

When he resigned the presidency 
at William Jewell for dismissing three 
faculty members for “lack of sympa- 
thy with Baptist work,” he was hissed 
and booed by students. 

Although there has been dissension 
of a mild nature for two years, Sat- 
urday s outbreak was the first fac- 
tional fight of a serious nature to 
stir Des Moines university. Dr. John 
W. Million, of Kansas City, resigned 
as president in 1926, because of mod- 
ernistic ideas, but his resignation 
brought few protests. 

The Bible union toek over the uni- 
versity in 1927 when the school was 
in danger of being closed. The union 
assumed mortgages totaling $200,000 
and agreed to pay back salaries due 
faculty members. 


SHIELDS ASSAILS 
WAYMAN DISCIPLINE, 


Toronto, Ont., May 13.—(#)—The 
Rey, Dr. T. T. Shields, chairman. of 
the board of trustees of the Des 
Moines (lowa) university, today said 
that Dr. H. G. Wayman who was 
deposed Saturday as president of the 
institution, had shown “absolute lack 
of discipline and control in admin- 
istering the affairs of the university.” 

In a telephone conversation with 
the Buffalo Evening News Dr. Shields 
said the selection of Dr. Wayman as 
president ‘‘was the greatest mistake 
the university had ever made,” al- 
uation he himself had suggested 
Wayinan's name when the vacancy 
occurred in the presidential chair at 
the institution. 

“I believed Dr. Wayman would suit 
us after L learned he had been in- 
strumental in securing the dismissal 
of three professors in William Jewell 
college (Liberty, Mo.), of which he 
» was then president, because of 
liberal views,’’ Dr. Shields stated. In- 
stead, he asserted, Dr. Wayman 
threw himself into the arms of mal- 
contents and tried to develop trouble 
for officials who were trying to 
change the school from a liberal to 
a Christian institution.” 

Dr. Shields planned to leave to- 
night for Buffalo to attend a meet- 
ing of the board of trustees of the 
university. The session will be in- 
formal as under the university's con- 
stitution, the board can not meet reg- 
ularly outside of the state of Iowa. 

Des Moines university is being re- 
opened against the wishes of the 
trustees, said Dr. Shields, and marks 
received by students who attend 
classes in disobedience of the order 
will not be recognized by the board. 
“However, the trustees are quite pre- 
pared to continue courses till June. 
so that the students enn receive the 
proper credits,” he stated.

LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 

Passage of strict laws by the state 
legislature prohibiting the sale of but- 
ter substitutes made of vegetable 
shortening in Georgia will be sought 
before the next legislature by Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, he announced Monday when in- 
formed that Federal Judge W. H. Bar- 
rett, of Augusta, had granted an in-; 
junction restraining the commissioner . 
from interfering in any way with the 
sale of such products at’ present. 
“These products are composed of 
SO per cent coconut oil imported from 
the Philippine islands duty free and 
they can be sold in Georgia az low 
as 15 cenis a pound and still be sold 
at a profit,” Commissioner Talmadge 
said. 

“If we are to permit such a condi- 
tion to continue we might as well give 
up, once and for all, attempts to build 
up a dairy industry in Georgia. The 
very states in which these products 
are manufactured have passed’ laws 
forbidding the sale ‘in those states. 
Among the states that have passed 
such laws are New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland, Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Colorado, 

“We hope the legislature will take 
prompt and vigorous action in passing 
strict. laws that will prohibit the sale 
of the products in Georgia,” he said. 
“T[ have not yet seen the text of Judge 
Barrett's decision. hence will not have 
anything to say about it at this time.”

training or any form of drudgery. : ; = 

This argument ltappens to have two sides. It is still a question as 
to whether a certain amount of drudgery and hard training and discipline 
isn’t a fine thing for the average young fellow. It has never hurt any 


one vet. 
‘No one in any college has to go out for the football team or the 


track team or the crew. The discipline and the drudgery in these sports 
may at times be over emphasized, but they are needed for the final physi- 
cal condition démanded on the day of the main test. 


There is bourtd to be a certain amount of discipline and hard train- 


A football 
game is no picnic. Neither is a four-mile race. Naturally if the entire 
program calls for more drudgery than it calls for fun the student can 


pass it along and try something else. 
Those who go out for the crew, football or track expect to take the 


training that goes with each game. 


|'BRACEY AND SIMPSON. 


There is a good deal of division in two states over the fastest of 
American sprinters. Texas still stands by Bracey, who recently was 
timed in 9 2-5, running with a slight helping wind. Ohio is for Simpson, 
who ran the 100 in 9 1-2, with no helping breeze. 

Frank Wyckoff and Borah were the two leaders a year ago, but illness 
or accident have set both back. For that matter, Bracey and Simpson 
have run in record time, and it would have taken a record smasher to 
beat either this spring, 

It would be the making of a big party if Williams, the Canadian, 
Bracey and Simpson could all be brought together for a sprinting after- 
noon. The Canadians still insist that Percy Williams is the Fastest 
Human, and as he is Olympic champion at both the 100 and 200 meters, 
they have a bale of logic on their side of the argument. 

Paddock ran the 100 in 9 1-2 some time back, but the record was 
not allowed, as timing up to that point had been done in fifths and not 
tenths of a second. 

The first sprinter to- bag the official mark of 9 2-5 will get most of 
the laurel supply left, for that mark is close to the present limit of human 
speed. 


TODAY’S GOLF ROUNDUP. 

“Is there any difference,” asks L. F., “in the terms ‘pivot,’ ‘turn’ or 
‘transference of weight’? All three are often used in connection with 
the back swing.’’ 

All three come under the heading of ‘proper action on the back 
swing.” 

The term “‘pivot’ may be misleading. What takes place, or should 
take place, is transference of weight, which also includes the pivot or 
turn. The main point is to bring about the right of transference of 
weight from.left to right on the back swing, so that one is balanced for 
the down swing. There must be a slight sway in every correct pivot, 
else one would merely twist the body around like a corgscrew.

Pyle, whose right arm was broken 
in an automobile accident last Satur- 
day, declared at a hospital in Abilene, 
Texas, today that the actors had been 
paid and that the bunion derby would 
continue on schedule, 

There was talk of a strike by the 
aetors at Fort Worth, where it was 
reported they had not been paid for 
several weeks. No walkout occurred, 
as some of the troupers intimated they 
were penniless and did not care to 
raise any bunions on a trip back to 
New York afoot. 

“The actors have been paid, and if 
I needed it, most of them could lend 
me money,” Pyle asserted. “The race 
will be finished at Los Angeles June 
19 and the winners will get their 
money.” 

Fort Worth citizens declined to pay 
$1.500 which had been pledged to 
Pyle, asserting that the road show 
did not meet expectations raised by 
the advance ballyhoo of the promot- 
er.

G. STALLINGS 
DIES MONDAY

man of the diamond, today mourned 
his death from heart disease as base- 
ball paused to honor his memory. 

The man who won a niche in base- 
ball’s hall of fame by piloting the 
Boston Braves to a world’s champion- 
ship in 1914, died at his plantation 
home at Haddock, Ga., near here, at 
5 o'clock this morning. 

Stallings was forced to retire from 
the leadership of the Montreal club of 
the International league last year aft- 
er he was stricken by heart trouble. 
His condition had been serious ever 
since, and once he was reported dying. 
He was 62 years old, and was born 
at Augusta, Ga., but had lived at 
Haddock for 35 years. 

The funeral probably will be held 
Wednesday at the Stallings planta- 
tion, Meadowmire, with interment 


here. 

Mrs. Stallings and George Stallings, 
Jr., were with Stallings when he died. 
Two other sons, Raymond, of New 
York. and White, of Chicago, also sur- 
vive him. 

The miracle man’s death came after 
a serious relapse five days ago, but 
yesterday he seemed greatly improved, 
talking animatedly with his family 
and friends. A 

He retired at 9 o'clock last night 
as usual, and his death was discovered 
only when he failed to awake at 
dawn, as was his custom. Mrs. Stal- 
lings said her husband was wont to 
begin the day when the tractors left 
the barn for the fields. When he did 
not awaken this morning she went to 
his bed and found him dead. 

Stallings was a graduate of the Vir- 
ginia Military institute, having origi- 
nally planned a medical career. After 
leaving the institute in 1886, however, 
his ability as a baseball player was 
recognized by Harry Wright, then of 
the Philadelphia Nationals, who sent 
him first to Toronto. He. subse- 
quently plaved for Galveston, ‘Oak- 
land, Brooklyn. San Jose, Cal.; Au- 

Ga.; Nashville and Kansas 
City. 


Jt was as manager of. the. Braves, 
~Rhlowever. that Stallings won fame as 
the “Miracle Man of Baseball.” In 
1914 he won the league championship 
for that club after a poor start, and 
then took the world championship by 
defeating the Philadelphia Athletics 
in four straight games. 

Funeral services will be held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. They 
will be conducted at the home by the 
Rev. Father F. J. Clarkson, of St.

the Rhine and to castigate this im-. 


pudent gladiator severely. The New 
York state boxing commission is quite 
as relentless as the Northwest Mount- 
ed, and it always gets its cauliflower 
ear. 

If Herr Schmeling is not convinced, 
let him consider the case of the rum 
schooner, I’m Alone, which was shell- 
ed on the high seas. The prohibition 
officers are just-as relentless as the 
New York state boxing commission, 
if not more so. Following the shell- 
ing of the I’m Alone, they held up a 
Norwegian vessel on suspicion that 
there might be a bottle of rum aboard. 
There was no rum, but there might 
have been, which justified the search. 

This procedure had the full ap- 
proval of the Board of Temperance, 
Prohibition and Public Morals of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
only thing, the officers feel, is that 
we have not gone far enough in the 
enforcement of prohibition. They 
may be right. We could go much 
farther. 

For instance, we could send a bat- 
tleship fleet to the Firth of Forth 
and a few other spots in Scotland to 
shell some of the distilleries, which 
liave been working nights since pro- 
hibition came to the United States. 
This might cause some discomfort and 
annoyance to the inhabitants of some 
of the Scottish towns, but then most 
of them are distillers or sympathizers 
of the distillers. 

At the same time it would be ad- 
visable to send a few warships to 
capture and destroy such iniquitous 
places as the Island of St. Pierre Mi- 
quelon and Bimini. From what I 
can gather, these placés are little bet- 
ter than rum storage points. Across 
the border in Canada there are the 
Walker distillers, which have been 
doubling the pre-war output. What 
would: be simpler and more justifiable 
than sending a squadron of bombing 
planes to destroy this source of sup- 
ply of the demon rum. The only way 
to stop this evil effectually and to 
make sure that the Volstead act is 
enforced is to track it to its lair. 

The beer situation must not be 
overlooked, because—they tell me— 
beer is a beastly beverage. The dirigi- 
ble Los me gr is not doing much 
these days. et the Los Angeles be 
dispatched to Germany with a good 
supply of bombs and shell those two 
offending cities of Pilsen and Munich. 
in which places, I understand, they 
manufacture beers which lure men 
to destruction. 

In the Kentucky and Tennessee 
mountains, I am told, they still manu- 
facture a decoction known as moon- 
shine. They were doing this even be- 
fore prohibition. Certainly, this also 
should be checked. I believe it has 
been tried before, and that it comes 
under the head of “hazardous occupa- 
tions.” 

Expeditions should be sent into 
those hills at once to stamp this évil 
out forever. Since the Board of Pro- 
hibition, Temperance and _ Public 
Morals is most zealous in the mat- 
ter, let some members of that body 
volunteer for this service and traek 
the moonshiners to their stills.

Rooters. feted Mr. John Joseph Mc- 
Graw upon his arrival from the train- 
ing tour. This may or may not be evi- 
dence of a return of some of the old- 
fashioned partisanship and enthusiasm 
for the national pastime.

There were the Royal Rooters of 
Boston, headed by “Honey Fitz,” a 
former mayor of that city. The Royal 
Rooters would follow the Red Sox in 
foree and chant “Tessie,” which was 
the war song of the Royal Rooters. 
“Honey Fitz,” who was a _ quartet 
singer of duleet and powerful tones, 
would lead in the singing. 

But then Mr. Harry H. Frazee ac- 
quired the Red Sox and proceeded to 
sell his valuable ivory on the open 
market. bit by bit. The Red ox 
passed from the picture, and, as there 
no longer was anything in connection 
with the Boston baseball teams to 
root about, the Royal Rooters disband- 
ed and the strains of “Tessie” no long- 
er are heard in the vicinity of Cape 
Cod—nor for that matter—any place

iaithough it has not been made clear 
lyet that the two trips will be joined. 
At one time or another he is ex- 
ipected to visit Atlanta, either on his 
‘trip to Sapelo island or on the gen- | 
eral southern tour, but so far as 
known this has not been decided. The 
president is said to be considering At- 
lanta for a place on his itinerary in'§ 
case the projected southern trip ma- , 
terializes. As for the Sapelo island | 
visit, there appears to be more cer- | 
tainty about this. Mr. Coffin, a close | 
personal friend and a distant relative , 


tended the invitation some time back. 
In fact, it is known that Mr. Hoo- 
‘yer considered establishing his pre- 
‘inaugural residence on the Coffin es- 
| state instead of going.to Miami as the 
: guest of J. (. Penney. on Belle Isie. 
'Now he is understood to have defi- 
nitely informed Mr. Coffin that he 
will visit him in the fall, leaving the; 
date open for future decision. |

Second Visit to Sapelo. 


The presence of the chief executive | 
at the Coffin estate will mark the sec- 
ond visit of the kind by a president 
of the United States. President Cool- 
idge, with Mrs. Coolidge, went to the 
island last Christmas as the guest of 
Mr. Cofiin for a. brief period and 
came back to Washington enthusiastic 
over possibilities for developments of 
che section as a popular winter resort. 

President Hoover also has prom- 
ised to make a trip through the Car- 
ibbean -this fall, visiting Cuba and 
Porto Rieo, and it may be that he will 
zo to Georgia at the same time, either 
stopping over in the state before or 
after the cruise in southern waters. 
He hardly would be expected. to. go 
to the Caribbean before November, 
due to tropical storms which are 
more or less common in September 
and October. [t will be necessary for 
him to return to’Washington by De- 
cember 4, because of the opening of 
the long session of congress on that 
date. 

While Mr. Hoover is looking for- 
ward to a trip through the southern 
states with visits to a number of cities, 
including Charleston, Norfolk, Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and _= several Texas 
points, present indications are that 
congress will remain in session long 
enough to spoil these plans. Just now 
there is a strong probability that the 
session will extend to October, with a 
‘ong tariff discussion in the offing. 
He therefore is reluctant to hold out 
definite prospects of a visit to the 
‘many cities which have invited him. 

May Go to Asheville. 

Despite the continued session, it 
may be that he will find time to go 
to Asheville, N. C., on July 4 to ad- 
dress the meeting there of southern 
editors. His reported acceptance of 
the Sapelo island invitation has 
strengthened the belief here that Mr. 
Coffin will be the next addition to 
ithe Hoover cabinet. Friends of the 
Georgia man, led by Colonel Horace
